Emden, in western Germany, ad­ 
joining the Netherlands, la on the 
North Sea. It is an important sub­ 
marine base. 
The city of Osnabruck in the 
Osnabruck district of Hanover in 
northern Germany is the cite of 
important iron and steel works. 
In the vicinity are large sources 
of coal. Formerly it was noted for 
its linen products. 
The assault on Osnabruck was 
the first since the R. A. F. began 
its series of multi-squadron raids 
against Nazi industrial areas.

ACCORDING to St. Mark’s ac- 
count of the resurrection of Jesus. 
He first appeared to Mary Magda­ 
lene, then to the two We heard 
of last week, who walked with 
Him on the road to Emmaus. AU 
these told the others of the Risen 
Lord, but they would not believe. 
The Lord was on earth for 40 days 
before H is. scension. 
Later He ? opeared to the l l as 
they sat at meat (this was still 
on Easter Day), and upbraided 
them for their unbelief and hard­ 
ness of heart, “because they be­ 
lieved not them which had seen 
Him after He was risen.” 
St. Matthew tells us next that 
the l l apostles went to a moun- 
Vmh in GaUlee where Jesus had 
“appointed them.” We do not 
know when He gave His command, 
but He met them there, and 
“when they saw Him, they wor­ 
shipped Him: but some doubted.” 
Jesus said to them on this oc­ 
casion, “All power is given unto 
Me in heaven and in earth." 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 
*T Am With You Alway** 
‘Teaching them to observe all 
things whatsoever, I have com­ 
manded you: and, lo. I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world.” 
St. Luke's account of the same 
happening tells us that Jesus at 
this time told His apostles to tarry 
in the city of Jerusalem until “ye 
be endued with power from on 
high," In other words, until the 
Holy Ghost came upon them. 
And St. Luke says. “He led 
them out as far as to Bethany, 


and he lifted up His hands, and 
blessed them." 
“And it came to pass, while He 
blessed them, He was parted from 
them, and carried up into Heaven. 
“And they worshiped Him, and 
returned to Jeruaalem with great 
joy: 
“And were continually in the 
temple, praiaing and blesalng 
God." 
Matthew, you aee, says nothing 
of the ascension. 
St. Mark's account of the talk 
with the apoetles and subsequent 
ascension is different from that of 
the other two, as he tell! first of 
Jesus' upbraiding of the l l aa 
they sat at table, and then telling 
them to go “Into the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea­ 
ture.’* 
“He that believeth and la bap­ 
tized shall be saved; but he that 
believeth not shall be damned. 
“And these signs shall follow 
them that believe; In My name 
shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; 
They shall take up serpents; and 
if they drink any deadly thing, it 
shall not hurt them; they shall lay 
their hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover." 
After He had so spoken, says 
St. Mark, “He was received up 
into heaven, and sat on the right 
hand of God. 
“And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirm­ 
ing the word with signs follow­ 
ing." 
Thus the first Christian mis­ 
sionaries were sent out to preach 
the gospel “to all men"—not to 
the Jews alone, not to the Gentiles 
only—but to ALL. Most mission­ 
aries no longer have the power 
that Mark tells us Jesus bestowed 
on His apostles, but they go as 
earnestly as ever did these first 
preachers to bring the gospel to 
the people who live in the farth­ 
est comers of the earth. And they 
believe and trust that today, aa 
in those early times when Jesus 
left them and ascended into heav­ 
en, that their Lord is with them 
always.

corn, but they were long days and 
we made good use of them and 
worked from dayUgbt to dark, as 
did moat of tbs neighbors A few 
didn’t however, and the weeds 
“got them," aa ohs man express­ 
ed it 
As this Is written the com on 
our farm has been worked twice I 
with a rotary ho* and it la clean. 
Most of it has been plowed the 
first time, too. We’ll have com lf j 
we never get to plow It again if 
we have a seasoned July with the 
rains well distributed. 
Did you know that when we 
have a normal rainfall in July, I 
following a dry June, that en­ 
ables folks to cultivste their corn, j 
and. it is well distributed, that we * 
have a normal cora crop? You ! 
can study statistics and you will 
find that this hts been true for 
50 yearn. 
Early “Fired" Corn 
W. J. Calvin of Wilmington re­ 
ports a field of com that “fired" 
the first time it was plowed over. 
This is very unusual but if we 
have a seasonable year for com. 
it Is pretty apt to “snsp out of 
it", as one farmer expressed i t 
A heavy crop of sweet clover 
bad been plowed under without 
the addition of any nitrate of soda 
to hasten its decay, which may 
have caused it to “fire". 
We had a similar experience one 
year and since we had very little 
rainfall in July, the crop w u al­ 
most a failure.

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AERIAL GAS STATIONS

S THE bombing plane becomes the lead­ 
ing weapon of warfare by land and 
sea, the airplane carrier or “mother ship" 
grows important. On its decks and within 
its capacious stomach it can carry scores 
of war planes ready to launch against any 
enemy on land or sea, close at hand or 
beyond the horizon. 
It also serves as a 
fueling and general supply station for its 
airships. This method has immensely step­ 
ped up the tempo of naval action and in­ 
creased the combat range of airplanes. But 
such ships are natural targets for 
the 
enemy, and if they are destroyed, the 
fighting planes may soon be helpless. How' 
can they be made more secure ? 
An amateur wonders whether the car­ 
rier ship could be made a huge carrier 
plant, laden with a few extra war planes, 
but especially with torpedoes, shell^and 
facilities for refueling or repairing fighting 
planes during a battle. Planes have been 
refuelled in the air experimentally. It is 
possible theoretically to make an airplane 
of almost any size. The idea seems wild, 
but so did many now' successful military 
ideas a few years ago. 
At least one can imagine a carrier 
plane of moderate-size, with defensive 
guns, fuel and repair facilities, several 
miles up, cruising slowly around near the 
battle area, and fueling the fighting ships 
as they came up for new supplies.

M 
AJOR George Fielding Eliot, military 
specialist, thinks that the Nazi de­ 
struction of the 
Czech village of Lidice 
should be replied to in kind. The United 
States should demand, by short-wave ra­ 
dio, compensation for the victims and pun­ 
ishment for the perpetrators of the crime. 
l f this is denied, as of course it will be, the 
next step should be the demolition of some 
comparable German village, chosen from 
a list of ten in different parts of the Reich. 
Warning should 
be given to allow' the 
women and children to leave. The Nazi 
did not do this in the case of Lidice, but 
Americans are not Nazis. 
Major Eliot’s idea is that resistance to 
Hitler within Germany itself is the quick­ 
est way to complete victory. A little per­ 
sonal experience of what war means may 
be the speediest method of stirring up this 
resistance. 
Who would have dreamed of such mea­ 
sures before the war began? 
Now they 
seem reasonable procedures, not to delight 
in, but to head off even worse atrocities by 
Hitler.

ASHINGTON — During most of last 
Winter, Gov. Dr. Ernest Gruelling of 
Alaska constituted a one-man lobby pound­ 
ing on office doors to promote the fortifi­ 
cation of Alaska. 
Gov. Gruening contended that the Japs 
were sure to bomb Alaska, probably would 
attempt a landing, and that Alaska was 
woefully undefended. 
Finally, Gov. Gruening went to see the 
President himself. 
The 
President sym­ 
pathized heartily, but finally replied by 
asking this question: 
“ How many planes do you think we 
have defending the city of New York?’* 
Then he went on to say that he had 
called in the Army a few- days before to 
answer that question, and was surprised at 
the figure. 
The President also went on 
to explain that it was absolutely essential 
for us to send planes to war fronts where 
they could be used immediately — where 
the fighting was actually taking place. If 
they went to Alaska or New York, he 
pointed out, they might sit there for months 
doing nothing, while the battles were be­ 
ing lost on the Russian front. 
Therefore, 
the 
limited 
number of 
planes had to be distributed to areas where 
the need was urgent. 
This was the 
position also taken by 
Gen. Marshall, Admiral King and other 
war chiefs, and explains why the Japanese 
had such an easy time getting a foothold 
on the extreme end of the Aleutian Islands. 
Since this White House conversation 
last Winter, U. S. air strength has been 
enormously increased. Present disposition 
of forces is a military secret. The Aleu­ 
tian Island bases remain all-important in 
staging air laids on Japan, and that is why 
the Japs were anxious to seize them. 
Note: 
The American public is com­ 
pletely sympathetic with the necessity of 
spreading our defenses thin, but not so 
sympathetic with the official minimizing 
of the Aleutian Island attack. At first this 
attack was denied—though we had a radio 
station on Attu which must have reported 
or at least gone 
silent after the attack. 
Then it was announced that no important 
Jap ships were in the Aleutians. Follow­ 
ing which it was revealed that we had hit 
or sunk eight ships—so there must have 
been quite a few' there after all. 


EUCHRING FRANK MURPHY

Murphy's “friends” were trying to eucher 
him off the Supreme Court. 
After he became a lieutenant colonel 
in the Army, Attorney General Biddle tele­ 
phoned Chief Justice Stone and told him 
that under a Justice Department ruling, no 
one could take two oaths of office —as a 
justice of the Supreme Court and as lieu­ 
tenant colonel in the Army.

Some Adhesions in Abdomen 
Congenital, Others Acquired

I DO NOT believe we hear aa 
mach about adhesions in the ab­ 
domen aa we used to because fa­ 
shions change, bat every once in a 
while somebody gets an idea that 
all their woes are due to adhesion! 
rather than to vitamin deficiency. 
An adhesion occurs very fre-

quently in th* abdomen because 
the peritoneum which covers all 
the organs of the abdomen and 
lines the inside of the abdominal 
wall ie very apt to form these 
bands of tissue. 
There are two kinds of abdomi­ 
nal adhesions: one which is con­ 
genital or develops naturally in an 
individual with the development of 
the body, and the other which is 
acquired and‘follows injury or a 
surgical operation. 
It is very tempting to ascribe 
all sorts of symptoms to adhesions 
and this was frequently done until 
a Boston physician made an elabo­ 
rate study to show what the nor­ 
mal incidence of adhesions is. He 
found that seven women out of 
every ten and eight men out of 
every ten had tome kind of adhe­ 
sions in the abdomen, 
i 
Only a very small proportion of 
these people complained of any ab­ 
dominal trouble and when they did, 
very few of them complained in 
the same way. For instance, the 
largest number of congenital ad­ 
hesions is found in the transverse 
s part of the large intestine. To 
some people this explained the 
‘ cause of constipation and auto­ 
intoxication and all the rest of the 
mumbo-jumbo. But the trouble 
. with this explanation was that 
people who had the worst adhe- 
1 aion* were the people who were 
I freest from constipation and auto- 
I intoxication. 
Natural Adhesions 
Aa age advances, more and more 
adhesion* occur in the abdomen 
' whether an operation is performed 
'or not Thee# natural adhesions, 
which involve not only the large 
bowel but also the gallbladder, the 
, appendix and the liver, can hardly 
ever be said to be responsible for 
any symptoms in these organs. 
They are relatively simple and run 
true to form, lacking variety in 
type. 
It was once the fashion, as I 
have said, to ascribe all sorts of 
dire sickness to these adhesion*. 


Surgeons waded in and cut them 
out and sewed them over and 
named bands and kinks after 
themselves and got knighted for it 
and had a lovely time; it was a 
bloody period in surgical history. 
The only time I ever saw a sur­ 
geon faint in an operating room 
was when a very nice fellow from 
Boston went with me to the clinic 
of a celebrated London surgeon. 
He said after he was revived, he 
just couldn’t help feeling aorry 
for those innocent people. Sur­ 
geons have, however, learned some 
restraint about these fields. 
The acquired adhesions follow­ 
ing a surgical operation are very 
complex and hardly any two of 
them are exactly the same. Some­ 
times they can cause a great deal 
of trouble in the way of a chronic 
abdominal pain and even acute in­ 
testinal obstruction. Modern sur­ 
gery, however, bas developed 
means to reduce the possibility of 
the formation of these adhesions 
so that we are likely to hear less 
and less about them.

An effort is being made for co­ 
operation of local theatres to spon­ 
sor a week day matinee with rub- J 
ber admission for children; display 
cards in 
all 
retail 
merchants’ 
•tores; publicity by the 
Rotary 
and Kiwanis clubs; American Le­ 
gion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars participation; 
check up in 
all factories and institutions. 
Contacts were also arranged for 
the city and county garages, police 
and fire agencies, laundries, milk 
dealers, 
grange 
organizations, i 
banks and financial institutions, 
county farm agencies and schools. 
To Avoid Rationing 
Members of the petroleum in­ 
dustry are very enthusiastic about 
the outcome of the drive and have 
gone to great lengths to see that 
every pound of unnecessary rub­ 
ber is turned into filling stations 
in the next week. Throughout the 
nation people are 
turning in all 
types of the scrap to avoid a pos­ 
sible nation-wide 
gas 
rationing 
ruling. 
The local committee has 
warned that 
gas 
rationing not 
only would affect car owners but 
every business since farmers and 
other shoppers are dependent on 
autos for transportation. Everyone 
is responsible for turning his sup­

LIFE IN GERMANY 
U. S. diplomats who returned 
on the Drottningholm relate many 
significant sidelights on lift in 
wartime Germany. 
One is that Germans, among the 
heaviest meat eaters in the world, 
have 
been forced 
by the 
food 
shortage to turn to vegetables, 
and now more vegetables are con­ 
sumed in the Naziland than ever. 
Before the war, Germany stood 
seventh 
in vegetable 
consump­ 
tion in Europe; now it ranks third. 
The returned diplomats declare 
that 
the food shortage in 
Ger­ 
many is becoming sn important 
war factor. Before they left, an 
order was 
issued banning 
the 
feeding 
of potatoes to 
rabbits, 
fowl and other domestic animals. 
Also alcohol disappeared almost 
entirely from shops, and what is 
sold as liver sausage, a great Ger­ 
man 
favorite, now contains 
no 
liver at all. 
Another item stressed by the 
returned diplomats is the desper­ 
ate longing of people in the black- 
ed-out towns for light. Blackouts 
in Germany are complete and en­ 
forced severely. As molt families 
have at least one member a t the 
front, the grim darkness every 
night does not Ughten fears about 
the devastating RAF raids snd 
the costly offensives on the Rus­ 
sian and Lybian fronts.
